COMMENT 


OLVO has finally done the 
inevitable. It has erased the 
Leyland scroll from the PSV 
scene - an act which puts the final nail 
in the coffin of a once proud British 
manufacturer. 

Coach operators built reputations 
and profitable foundations on the back 
of solid Lancashire engineering. Many 
fond memories linger of the Leyland cat 
family - prewar Cheetahs and Lions; 
post war front engined Tigers, Royal 
Tigers, Tiger Cubs and Leopards. 

Despite being long in the tooth the 
Leopard still provides the backbone of 
many coach fleets. Reliability and long 
life are its hallmarks but these qualities 
suddenly evaporated with the next 
generation coaches launched in the 
‘80s. Tiger and Royal Tiger were old 
names but the new vehicles came with 
new problems. 

Leyland survived rationalisation 
under the British Leyland banner at the 
expense of AEC and Daimler, but it lost 
valuable export business to Portugal 
and elsewhere. Meanwhile its 
reputation slipped badly - it was the 
beginning of the end. 

After a rapid succession of deals 
taking Leyland from private to public 
sector and back again, Volvo took hold 
of the ailing empire in 1988. 

A shakeout was essential, but one 
by one the Leyland components were 
gradually killed-off in favour of ZF or

T IS obvious that the 
majority of 
operators are

Shouldn’t you also be 
trying to translate that 
enthusiasm and 
knowledge into solid | 
business? 

How do you ensure that 
your prospective 
customer comes back for 
more? The best way is by 

| giving a positive, 
encouraging and business- 
like response to any 
inquiry. 

Enthusiasm is infectious 
and take it from a punter 
who has mystery-shopped 
many operators and | 
booked several genuine 
coach trips, it is not 
always price that sways a 
decision. 


It is not always price 
that sways a 
customer - it’s more 
likely to be the 
professionalism of | 


the operator. 


It is quite often the 
feeling that all will be well | 
with a particular company 
because of the 
professionalism of their 
approach on the 
telephone. 

Many prospective 
customers actually want 
to be sold that holiday or 
day trip and there is 
nothing more off-putting 
than a half-hearted 
response on the phone. 

In short, customers like 
me are prepared to pay 
for peace of mind, 
particularly when their 
reputation with 50-odd 
people is at stake.

So how do you ensure 
that you hook your caller? 
Number one factor seems 


| to be to have someone 


answering the phone who 
knows what they are 
talking about. 

Most customers, unless 
they want a 
straightforward price to a 
pre-determined 
destination, want advice 
about a proposed trip. 

They also want to feel 
reassured by an operator’s 
interest in them and their 
event, which can count for 


a lot in the selling stakes. 


Discussion and 
suggestions also create 
that reassuring image and 
this is where an operator’s 
hard-won experience and 
knowledge comes in. 

However, the most 
important factor of all is 
to convert an inquiry into 
a sale. 

Very few operators seem 
to want to commit 
themselves on paper but 
this is precisely what they 
need to do to publicise 
their company and secure 
a sale. 

Whilst most people 
accept that for a lengthy 
trip, calculations are 


| needed to provide a 
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quotation, speedy follow 
up is crucial to give the 
impression of total 
professionalism. 

The very best example of 
this was demonstrated to 
me recently. 


Check Line’s 
researcher says a 
potential customer 
wants to feel an 
operator is really 
interested in them. 


It involved a company 
who, on receiving a 
telephone inquiry 
regarding a weekend 
short break holiday, 
promptly sent a complete 
brochure with prices and 
an accompanying 
personalised letter with 
relevant information 
including picking up 
points in the caller’s 
immediate vicinity. 

Even for a trip where a 
quotation over the phone 
has been given, send a 
back-up letter. It is all 


| very well letting your 


caller go with a simple 
‘have a think about it and 


get back to me’, but this is 
a dangerous policy unless 
you have been very 
convincing over the 
phone. 

A suggestion such as 
hoping the price meets 
with the caller’s approval 
and an offer to put a 
company brochure in the 
post should be standard 
procedure. Phrases like, 
‘may we go ahead and 
book that up now or may I 
phone you back ata 


| convenient time,’ demands 


a response. It is also worth 
trying: ‘Our coaches get 
booked up quickly at this 
time of the year and I may 
not be able to guarantee 
that one will be free.’ 
Although this is alien to 
some operators, in the 
present economic climate, 
this type of sales 
technique needs to be 
employed. Quite often, for 
private tours in 
particular, the customer 
has left it to the last 
minute to book and this 


| legitimate sales pressure 


does help to concentrate 
the mind. 

However, the most 
important point of all is 
that the name, address 
and phone number of | 
every caller should be | 
taken for follow-up or 
future mailings. And why 
not follow up with a phone 
call to see what the 
outcome was? 

Even if the job has gone 
elsewhere, at least you 
may find out the reasons 
why - and that could help 
to shape your future 
business.

private insurances. 


Where the problems occur is where a member of staff offers 
to use their private car for a business trip, in an emergency 
and it is found after an accident that no business cover was in 


force. 


Whilst normally covered by what is called the Motor 
Contingent Liability cover that most employers arrange, the 
uninsured driver will often be criminally prosecuted for 


driving without insurance. 


The moral of the tale is not to allow anyone to drive their car | 


on business unless, as a transport manager, you are absolutely 
certain that adequate insurance is in place.

Sealink Stena Line is offering free marketing for the smaller coach operator buying its inclusive ferry and 
accommodation package. Rod Davey investigates. 


MALLER coach 
operators are now 
not only being 
offered inclusive 
ferry and hotel 
packages by Sealink Stena 
Line - but can also use the 
ferry company to promote 
their in-house tours 
throughout Sealink’s 
extensive agency network. 

The company is offering its 
own shell brochures, to be 
customised with the coach 
operator’s own logo, and its 
outlets. It is being backed 
with Sealink’s Swedish 
owner, Stena Line, pumping 
over half its sales 
development resources into 
group travel - representing 
£0.5 million a year. 

Sealink has been handling 
individual travel packages for 
motorists through over 6,000 
ABTA-bonded travel agencies 
for the last 20 years. 

‘This has largely been to 
the detriment of group 
travel,’ said Sealink’s 
national sales development 
manager, Tony Seaman. 

‘Coach groups are an 
important core of our 
business which has always 
existed - handling the travel 
and holiday requirements of 
people who like being looked 
after, predominantly older 
people who prefer escorted 
holidays.’ Tony was appointed 
last September and is now 
responsible for Sealink’s 
annual sales of £150 million. 

‘When we were chasing 
individual travel the 
resources went there,’ said 
Tony. 

‘Now group travel is so 
important we have 
restructured the group’s 
organisation and have key 
coach operator accounts in 
each county - as well asa 
portfolio of the top 500 
Executive Club operators, 
such as Wallace Arnold, 
Cosmos, and Shearings. 

‘The smaller operators are 
not always adept at 


marketing, with neither the 
time or other resources, so we 
formed marketing 
partnerships. 

‘These are agreements with 
one of the smaller coach 
operators in each county. We 
then give the operators the 
ideas, like Euro Disney, Parc 
Asterix and the Floriade 
festival in Holland, and the 
ferry price. Sealink then 
markets them to social clubs 
and affinity groups and 
contacts its coach operator 
partners with the business.’ 

He admitted 80 percent of 
Sealink’s business came from 
20 percent of its customers. 
‘We're talking real volumes 
here, with the major groups 
representing between three 
and four thousand bookings 
every year.’ Sealink has 
streamlined its salesforce and 
increased its calls threefold 
throughout its agency 
network. 

The emphasis is no longer 
on hospitality and PR. Its 
young uniformed sales 
personnel are going out to the 
outlets with posters, 
brochures and point-of-sale 
displays. Where six calls were 
being made, 18 are now the 
norm. And it’s not just

So Sealink is now into 
helping the coach industry,

and off-season offers within a 
depressed industry. It is 
using the more influential 
coach operators as local 
marketing vehicles and is 
putting money in for localised 
advertising. 

But, for the smaller 
operators, it is offering its 
considerable experience in 
ferry travel holidays and 
acting as a consultant. The 
operator works out his own 
costs and prices - then 
Sealink provides a shell 
brochure which the operator 
overprints with his own logo. 
‘We are seeking the growth of 
the smaller operator by 
offering mutually 
advantageous packages,’ said 
Tony. 

‘Our buying power, when 
tied in with the individual 
travel market, means we can 
offer real cost advantages. 


Advisory back-up on Sealink 
holidays is always readily 
available from Craig 
Anderson on sailing times, 
destinations and 
accommodation if required.’ 

The company is making 
considerable investments to 
bury the lacklustre and 
unsexy image of the old 
product package, which in the 
public’s perception was a 
port-to-port ticket across the 
Channel to Calais. Along with 
ongoing investment in its 
ships, Sealink has embarked 
on a £100 million spending 
spree. The changes in its 
product mix and packaging, 
giving inclusive added value 
and volume potential for the 
coach operator, is being sold 
to the public with sexy and 
surreal television advertising. 

But a lot of the ground has 
already been covered over the 
last few years with the ferry 
company cementing its 
contacts with European 
hoteliers through the 
individual own-car travel 
market. Now this network is 
in place, ripe for exploitation 
for coach group holidays. As 
Sealink’s PR man, Brian 
Rees, explained: 

‘The client travel cycle lasts | 
up to nine years.

‘Summer takes 
care of itself because there’s 
more demand,’ said Tony 
Seaman. 

‘We are investing £167 
million on refurbishment - 
which includes such things as 
show bars and themed bars 
for this off-peak work.’ 

Round trips will be between 
six and seven hours and 
facilities already look 
impressive.

I HAVE done

The fact is that no 
successful claim could be 
made against you unless you 
weve found to be negligent. 
In the unlikely event of that 
being proved, it is your 
insurers, not your company, 
who would pay out the 
damages. 

I would most strongly 
suggest, however, that you 
keep in control of the 
situation and do not allow 
drivers to use the traditional 
box or mineral water crate as 
an improvised step. 

Should that collapse, turn 
over, or a lady trip through 
getting a heel jammed 
between boards, negligence 
might be proved. The use of a 
sturdy, purpose-built, step 
(with, for example, a solid but 
ribbed top surface and 
splayed legs to prevent 
tipping) is, in my opinion and 
experience, unlikely to give 
rise to accidents, or claims, 
and it will indeed attract 
some ‘Brownie points’ for 
customer care.

Can you please remind 
me - and others - of the 
current charges which can 
now be made on its being 
claimed?

THERE is, as you 

imply in your 

question, no 

obligation to 

make a charge at 
all and it certainly is not a 
reward for the driver - who 
has a duty to search for, and 
hand in, lost items. 

The charge is made to 
cover the costs of recording 
the items found, claimed and 
disposed of (and keeping such 
records for a year), together 
with the storage costs of 
keeping perishables for 48 
hours, items worth less than 
50p for one month, and other 
items for three months. 

The Public Service Vehicles 
(Lost Property) Regulations 
1978 (S I 1978/1684) fully 
defines the law on this matter 
and the values therein have 
not been increased to take 
account of 13 years’ inflation. 

In precis, the charges which 
may be levied are thus: For 
most small items commonly 
left on companies’ vehicles 
(hats, bags, books, umbrellas 
etc) - 50p. 

Money, whether on its own 
or in a purse, handbag etc. - 
10 percent of value to a 
minimum charge of 50p and 
also a maximum charge of 
£20. 

Larger items of clothing 
and baby conveyances - £1. 
Livestock merits a charge of 
£1, plus a daily charge of £1 
for keeping it. 

Other items (cameras 
seeming to be a good 
example) if value less than 
£50 - £2.50, or £5 if worth 
more than £50. 

In all cases a charge can be 
made to cover the cost of 
postage and packing where 
appropriate. 

If an owner will not pay a 
fee, the property can be 
disposed of as if it were 
unclaimed.

| licence discs to gain MoT 

certificates; conspired to put 
a rival coach company out of 
business; wilfully ignored 
vehicle prohibition notices 
and defrauded the Inland 
Revenue. 

Evidence was given by Bob 
Telfer, South Yorkshire PTE 
service co-ordination 
manager, of sightings by bus 
enthusiasts of vehicles 
allegedly bearing the wrong 
registration numbers 
(Coachmart, April 18). 

Senior traffic examiner, 
Bryan Walscher, said he had 


| collected a box of tachograph 


charts belonging to Pride of 
the Road from 1989 which 
had been lodged with the 
police by Mr Townend. 

A cursory scan revealed 


| them to be in a ‘shocking 


state’. They included many 
offences of speeding and a lot 
of them were indecipherable.

Mr Backhouse said the 
Huddersfield accident 
occurred when a car being 
chased by the police shot out 
in front of the Pride of the 
Road bus, and there was no 
suggestion of any lack of 
maintenance. 

Producing a photograph he 
claimed showed a tax disc 
and a false O-licence disc in 
the windscreen of a Pride of 
the Road vehicle in May 
1989, Mr Peace alleged the 
company was making its own 
discs and using old discs after 
the writing had faded. 

He pointed out that the O- 
licence disc showed an expiry 
date of October 1994 which 
was after the actual expiry 
date of the licence. He also 
claimed he had seen Pride of 
the Road vehicles without 
excise licence and O-licence 
discs. 

Mr Walscher said those 
allegations had been 
investigated. He had been 
unable to determine whether 


| the disc in the photograph 


was spurious as he had been 
unable to locate it. It had 
either been planted to 
incriminate the company, or 


he was unable to determine 


| which.

Questioned by the 
commissioner, Mr Platt 
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said the speeding by drivers in 1989 


had not been brought to his attention. 


He said: ‘It is back to trust again. I 
trusted the man to do the job.’ 

He denied the company had been 
tipped off about allegations that it had 
been switching number plates before the 
vehicle examiners arrived at its depot to 
check its vehicles. He did not know why 
the allegations had been made. The 
people concerned worked for Yorkshire 
Traction, and Yorkshire Traction still did 
not want Pride of the Road in Barnsley 
Bus Station. 

Mr Platt said Mr Townend had been 
responsible for the fuel duty rebate 
claims. Mr Townend had come back from 
a PTE meeting and said it could register 
works services for fuel duty rebate and 
he had told him it would be on his own 
head. 

He knew nothing about a suggestion 
that the company ignored a prohibition 
notice on a coach used to take Bradford 
City FC to London. 

It was not true that Mr Townend had 
been threatened with violence or that 
his windows had been broken. Mr 
Townend had not been dismissed but 
had dismissed himself by not turning-up 
at three meetings. 

Company director, Wilfred Moston, 
said there had been no prohibition 
notices issued since January. A vehicle 
that was allegedly not taxed had been 
tested by the previous owner. Repeated 
requests had been made for the 
paperwork, as without the test 
certificate it could not tax it. When the 
paperwork eventually came through, a 
mistake was made and the vehicle was 
not taxed. 

Asked about a conviction for using a 
vehicle without an operator’s licence, Mr 
Moston said that when the 
authorisation was cut from 32 to 28 
vehicles last November, they had had to 
change vehicles round. 

A licence disc was taken out of a 
vehicle before it was brought over from 
Barnsley. It was parked up and on the 
Monday morning it was taken out 
without anyone checking that a licence 
disc had been put in. 

He maintained that the four vehicles 
that had allegedly been ‘stolen’ from 
Hanson Europa had belonged to Pride of 


the Road. He said that Hanson had come 


to them for assistance as it was in 
financial difficulties. Hanson had to tax 
the vehicles Pride of the Road provided, 
so they were registered in Hanson’s 
name. The idea was that after two years, 
once Hanson was solvent, Pride of the 
Road would own 50 percent. When the 
‘fall out’ came, Mr Peace claimed he had 
done it all himself. 

In reply to the commissioner, Mr 
Moston said there was nothing in 
writing. The arrangements had all been 
made verbally. He agreed that that 
showed sloppy administration. 

Mr Moston said a discrepancy had 
been found in its fuel duty figures 
submitted in that a 20 mile end to end 
route had been entered as 40 miles. Mr 
Townend tried to use that as blackmail, 
alleging that it had defrauded the DTp. 
It could not get Mr Townend back to 
work. When he left, it employed someone 
else, who sorted the situation out. Mr 
Townend had had nothing that could be 
called figures. 

Mr Moston could not explain why a 
bus was seen in service bearing the 
wrong registration number. He could not 
explain why still legible South Wales 
Transport fleet numbers on two vehicles 
referred to different registration 
numbers, other than perhaps body 
panels had been changed. 

Mr Whalley said: ‘When the vehicle 
examiners subsequently went in, the old 
fleet numbers and the registration 
numbers tied up. Does that not suggest 
someone changed them?’ 

Mr Moston replied: ‘I cannot 
comment.’ 

Mr Backhouse said it was possible 
someone had maliciously changed the 
registration plates and then changed 
them back. It was possible somebody 
had interfered with the registration 
plates, like the tax discs, to get the 
company into trouble. 

Questioned by Mr Whalley, Alan Platt 
denied that a driver had been 
threatened to take out an unroadworthy 
vehicle. He agreed there had been great 
laxity in management control in 
allowing a bus to be taken out without a 
tax disc. 

Mr Backhouse said that Mr Townend 
had made malicious allegations he had 
been unable to prove. The allegations 
about the theft of vehicles, made by Mr 


Peace, were a deliberate 


unsubstantiated slur which amounted to | 


a scurrilous attack. 

Mr Whalley said improvements to the 
maintenance system had been made at 
Huddersfield and to a large extent he 
was satisfied with the arrangements 
there. Barnsley was a rather different 
story as three vehicles had been given 
immediate prohibitions in January. 
Improvements had been made, but they 
had not gone as far as those at 
Huddersfield. However, more attention 
was now being given to maintenance and 
it was based on a much better system. 
He was reasonably satisfied the 
company was moving in the right 
direction, though he still had some 
reservations. 

There had been a great deal of 
evidence from Mr Townend about alleged 
malpractices, many of which occured 
when he was employed by Pride of the 
Road and which fell within his area of 
responsibility. Though very few of those 


allegations were proven, there was some | 


corroboration on certain matters from 
other parties. 

He found it difficult to accept that all 
those independent allegations were 
totally without foundation, though the 
company had to be given the benefit of 
the doubt. However, there was clear 
evidence that Pride of the Road vehicles 
had been operated without current tax 
and O-licence discs and tachograph 
records had been kept in a disgraceful 
state. 

He said the company had been 
extremely badly managed for some 
considerable time. That was wholly 
| incompatible with its responsibilities 

and duties as a PSV licence holder. 

He had failed to detect any 
improvement in the general 
management of the company and in the 
control of its employees. He found it 
extraordinary that Pride of the Road had 
been prepared to put its whole 

| reputation, its licence and hence its 
business, in the hands of relatively 
lowly-paid employees without any 
system of monitoring its performance. 

Mr Whalley said he was giving the 
company one last chance to put its house 
in order. If it appeared before him again, 

| the risk of it losing its licence altogether 
was very real.
